Both recommend storing enough 
food and water for 72 hours. They 
also recommend having a sleeping 
bag, flashlight and a crowbar. 

“The doors jam and a lot of people 
get trapped in their houses,” Casson 
said. “That’s very dangerous if 
someone is injured and can’t get out, 
or if someone is trapped inside dur- 
ing the aftershocks.” 

Inexpensive, lightweight crowbars 
can be purchased at any hardware 
store, Stuart said. The newer crow- 
bars are easy to store and are not 
like the long, bulky crowbars. 

“Don’t just store enough food for 
yourself,” Stuart said. “Be neighbor- 
ly. Have enough food ... to share 
with others.” 


Sports gender equity at BYU

Editor’s Note: This is the final 
installment of a three-part series deal- 
ing with how BYU’s sports adminis- 
tration handles the issue of gender 
equality. 

Gender equity means that men and 
women’s sports have equal opportuni- 
ty in financing, competitive schedules 
and where they travel, but not neces- 
sarily the number of grants men and 
women receive, said Lu Wallace, 
administrator of women’s athletics. 

BYU athletic coaches agree that 
gender equity should be based on 
equal opportunity — not necessarily 
equal numbers. 

The official definition of gender 
equity is still disputed. 

“The unclear definition of .gender 
equity has left questions in the minds 
of coaches and administrators across 
the country,” said Gary Pullins, head 
coach of baseball. “It needs to be 
defined.” 

-Much of the discussion is on 
whether or not to include football 
scholarships in the equation when try- 
ing to determine equity. The NCAA 
considers football scholarships in the

equation, said Janet Justus, women’s 
issue coordinator of the NCAA’s 
national office. 

“NCAA rules are on the number of 
grants between men and women,” 
Wallace said. “But to add the number 
of women’s sports to equal a men’s 
program that includes football is unre- 
alistic.” 

Not including football scholarships 
in the equation would not bother 
Wallace, she said. Still, Title [X states 
that neither football nor revenue-pro- 
ducing sports are exempt from Title 
IX. 

“I think a lot of coaches have a 
problem with just adding teams to 
have equal numbers,” said Craig 
Poole, head coach of women’s track. 
He also cited court cases where the 
focus was on equal numbers. 

Colorado State University, in a 
move to cut costs, eliminated both its 
men’s varsity baseball team and 
women’s varsity softball team. After 
the reduction, women comprised 48 
percent of the students and 38 percent 
of the athletes. 

The court ordered the university to 
reinstate the women’s team based on 
the findings that women’s participa- 
tion in intercollegiate sports was not 


a question of equal opportunity 


proportionate to enrollment. 

The number of BYU women partici- 
pating in varsity sports compared to 
enrollment is farther out of proportion 
than at CSU, with women represent- 
ing 51 percent of the students enrolled 


but only 26 percent of the athletes. 


BYU, however, has a history of con- - 
tinuing to expand the women’s pro- 
gram where CSU did not. 

Records from Women’s 
Intercollegiate Athletics show that 
BYU has a continuing history of 
expanding the women’s sports pro- _ 
gram. 1974-75 was the first year BYU 
awarded athletic grants to female ath- 
letes. A budget of $9,000 was divided 
between 27 athletes. 

Over the past 20 years the number of 
women’s athletic grants have contin- 
ued to grow, records show. “It is a 
good thing they are expanding 
women’s financial aid,” Justus said. “T 
think it is a good indication that the 
program is expanding.” 

1993-94 was the first year that BYU 
granted the total number of women’s 
athletic grants allowed by the NCAA. 
Men’s sports, however, generally 
have all the athletic grants the NCAA 
allows, said Pat Conroy, men’s inter- 
collegiate athletics secretary.

WASHINGTON — Ina preview of 
the president’s plan to overhaul the 
hation’s welfare system, the Clinton 
administration gave Florida permis- 
sion Thursday to experiment with 
time-limited benefits and subsidies to 
employers who hire welfare recipi- 
ents. 

A senior administration official said 
Florida’s demonstration project is sig- 
nificant because it mirrors President 
Clinton’s efforts to expand education, 
training and child care for parents on 
welfare while limiting their benefits 
to two years. 

In his State of the Union address 
Tuesday, Clinton promised to intro- 
duce welfare-reform legislation this 


spring. Although the administration - 


has outlined its plan in broad terms, it 
has yet to make the tough decisions 
about costs and financing. 

Seventeen Senate Republicans, 
including Minority Leader Bob Dole, 


‘tried to upstage Clinton by introduc- 


ing their own plan Thursday. 
Similar to the House Republicans’ 
bill, the Senate measure would require

more welfare recipients to work, limit 
aid to immigrants, and force unmar- 
ried teen-age mothers to live with a 
parent to qualify. 

In Florida, parents who participate 
in the demonstration’ will be allowed 
to collect welfare for a maximum of 
24 months in any five-year period. 
While on-the rolls, parents will be eli- 
gible for training, education; child 
care, health insurance and intensive 
case management. 

The Clinton administration also 
wants to limit welfare benefits to 24 
months over a certain length of time, 
the senior administration official said. 
Its plan will also include counseling, 
education or training, and help with 
child care for recipients preparing to 
leave the rolls. 

In Florida, the state, will guarantee a 
minimum-wage job for recipients 
unable to locate work at the end of 24 
months, according to the federal 
Department of Health and Human 
Services. 

The state will offer incentive pay- 
ments to private companies that hire 
welfare recipients. Employer subsi- 
dies will also be an element of the 


Clinton plan, the administration offi- 
cial said. 

“Able-bodied people who want to 
work will get the chance to work and 
those who don’t ‘want to work will be 
out the door in two years. Those who 
truly can’t work will be unaffected by 
this:‘new program,” said Jim Towey, 
secretary of Florida’s Department of 
Health and Rehabilitative Services. 

Parents who refuse to comply will 
lose their share of the family’s wel- 
fare check. Payments to the children 
could continue, but only through a 
third party. 

The “Famiy Transition Program” 
will operate for eight years in two 
counties — Alachua and Escambia — 
beginning next month. 

Under Florida’s plan, parents in the 
experiment who leave welfare for 
work will be given day-care assis- 
tance for two years. They. will also 
receive six to 12 months of Medicaid 
after finding a job. 

Exemptions are allowed for parents 
who are disabled, or who are caring 
for a disabled or very young child.

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Key employees leave posts at Reno’s office 


WASHINGTON — Deputy Attorney General Philip Heymann, a veteran of 
four administrations who served as right-hand man to Janet Reno, resigned 
unexpectedly Thursday — a move they both attributed to differences in man- 
agement style and chemistry. 

And a special assistant to Reno, Lula Rodriguez, who is under Justice 
Department investigation over alleged vote fraud in a Miami-area election, also 
resigned, spreading turmoil to the top of a third key Cabinet department. 

There has been speculation that Reno herself has fallen from favor in the 
White House, which President Clinton denied as recently as last week. A spe- 
cial counsel has been named to investigate financial dealings in Arkansas 
including some by the department’s No. 3 official, Webster Hubbell, when he 
was a law partner to Hillary Rodham Clinton. 

Reno, a former state prosecutor, is the first attorney general in recent memory 
to operate without a chief of staff. Instead, she relied heavily on Heymann, who 
served at Justice in the Johnson administration, worked for the Watergate’ spe- 
cial prosecutor during the Nixon administration and ran Justice’s criminal divi- 
sion during the Carter administration. 


Senate wants end to Vietnam sanctions 


WASHINGTON — Twenty years after the last American soldier left 
Vietnam, senators John Kerry, D-Mass. and John McCain, R-Ariz. — two of 
eight Vietnam veterans in the Senate — successfully convinced their colleagues 
to lift trade sanctions from that country, Thursday. 

The 62-38 vote urging the administration to lift the trade embargo was not 
binding, but it provides impetus for normalizing relations with Vietnam. The 
legislation, written as an amendment to the State Department authorization bill, 
includes a provision that Vietnam must improve its human rights record. 

_ The administration has pledged that it will not lift trade sanctions, nor normal- 
ize diplomatic relations, until it is assured. Vietnam is helping account for the 
~ 2,238 American MIAs. : 

Veterans’ groups were angered by the vote. 


Chinese dissenters decry rights abuses 


BEING — The two godfathers of China’s democracy movement make their 
point with a certain authority: they know Western pressure advances human 
rights in China — it got them out of prison. 

Wei Jingsheng and Xu Wenli, who topped the list of prominent Chinese polit- 


year’s debate in Washington over how to deal with China. 

Xu, 50, and Wei, 43, were leading advocates of democratic reform in 1979- 
80, cranking out home-mimeographed journals of political essays. Wei was 
arrested in 1979, Xu in 1981; both were sentenced to 15 years. 

‘Xu was released last May, as Washington debated for the fourth year whether 
to cancel China’s most-favored nation trade status as punishment for suppress- 
ing dissent. 

Wei was freed in September, 10 days before the International Olympic 
Committee voted on Beijing’s bid to hold the 2000 Olympic Games.

The sportsmen’s group is rallying for an increase in the budget for the Utah 
Division of Wildlife Resources and is in turn asking the DWR to restore its 
habitat acquisition program, which was canceled last year because of budget 
shortfalls. 

The DWR’s budget cuts have triggered a state-wide restructuring program 
which includes cutting 28 jobs, all but eight of which will be cut from the Salt 
Lake City office. 

The sportsmen’s group goals for the year include recruiting new members, 
influencing legislation affecting Utah’s wildlife, protecting elk herds, and 
rebuilding deer herds. f

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New Utah bill may be a drag for local smokers

As the Utah Legislature nears pass- 
ing the Indoor Clean Air Act 
Amendment to outlaw smoking in 
almost all public places, the largest 
tobacco industry association seethes 
in frustration, warning Utah of the 
bill’s impact on Utah’s economy. 

The bill’s sponsor, Rep. Jordan 
Tanner, R-Provo, said the bill will 
“save millions of dollars in health 
care and save millions of lives. It’s a 
major prevention of disease.” 

The bill would outlaw smoking in 
all public areas except private clubs, 
bars, hotels and motels, and religious 
and fraternal organizations. 

The bill entered the Energy, Natural 
Resources and Agricultural 
Committee last week, and would 
amend the Indoor Clean Air Act of 
1976. 

It would make-Utah the second state 
(after Vermont) to pass a comprehen- 
sive public smoking ban law: 

Thomas Lauria, spokesperson of the 
Tobacco Institute, said the. bill will 
hurt Utah’s economy. 

“This bill doesn’t allow private 
business owners any leeway to 
accommodate their customers. It’s 
bad business,” he said. 

The act is especially questionable 
because of the bill’s impact on the 
tourist industry, Lauria said.

fertilizer salesman, who wore a three- 
piece gray suit with a Confederate 
flag pin on the lapel is accused of 
lying in wait for Evers and firing a 
single bullet from an antique deer- 
hunting rifle through Evers’ chest. 

He has said he was happy Evers was 
killed, but denies killing him. 

Evers, then 37, was the Mississippi 
‘field secretary for the NAACP, and as 
such was one of the nation’s most 
prominent civil rights leaders. At the 
time, he was leading a voter registra- 
tion drive and other efforts to over- 
turn Mississippi’s state-run system of 
racial segregation. 


As a staunch segregationist, 


Beckwith was then securely in the 
mainstream of white Mississippi and

was regarded as a hero by many at his 
two trials in 1964. Both ended in 
deadlocks by all-white juries. 

The case was reopened in 1990 
because of allegations of jury and evi- 
dence tampering. 

On Thursday, as the third trial 

opened before a jury of eight blacks 
and four whites, Beckwith appeared 
as almost a relic of a long-lost era. 
In his opening statement, DeLaughter 
insisted that the prosecution’s case 
was not about the civil rights move- 
ment, nor simply an attempt “to right 
an old wrong.” Rather, he insisted, it 
is simply a retrying of a murder case. 

When DeLaughter asked Evers what 
changes her husband had been trying 
to make when he was slain, she 
replied, “There were any number of 
things that Medgar was trying to do.” 

“To be able to use the libraries, to 
be able to go to department stores and 
be able to try on clothes. To be able to 
be called by a name instead of “Boy’ 
or ~Girl.’” 

“By the time this case is over, you 
will have seen that it was physically 
impossible for Mr. Byron De La

Utah State Prison has decided to ban 
smoking in March despite mixed 
results at other prisons and jails 
throughout the nation which have 
already done so. 

The prison has decided to ban smok- 
ing because of a bill that prohibits 
smoking in state-owned buildings. 

Previously, smoking was allowed in 
designated areas, but prisoners would 
not always go to those areas to smoke, 
said Blake Nielsen, deputy warden for 
programming at the prison. 

There were quite a number of 
inmates found smoking inside the 
prison each month, “and these were 
just thie inmates that were caught,” he 
said. 

A Vermont prison attempted to ban 
smoking in 1992, but quit after five 
months. 

“After five months of working at it, 
we found that we could approach it 
from a different direction,” said 
Dennis DeBevec, spokesman for the 
Vermont Department of Corrections. 

The Vermont prison allows people 
to smoke outside, but if they are 
caught doing it inside, they get “disci- 
plinaries,” DeBevec said. 

“The primary interest was in creat- 
ing a smoke-free environment,” he 
said, so even though inmates still 
sometimes smoke while inside, the 
prison has accomplished its goal of 
reducing the smoke in the environ-

Nielsen said the Utah prison is look- 
ing, into programs to help the inmates 
stop smoking. The staff will begin 
smoking-cessation training classes in 
March. 

When papers were sent out to 
inmates offering smoking-reduction 
classes, “we got quite a stack of them 
returned,” Nielsen said. 

Although they have not counted the 
papers, Nielsen said the stack was 
approximately six inches tall. He said 
the results were pleasing, since the 
forms were given to approximately 
1,600 inmates. 

Nicotine patches and classes similar 
in format to Alcoholics Anonymous 
are being offered to the inmates, he 
said.
